Bixler Says Ecosystem Services Could Be Lost 
Kevin Stejskal - Staff Writer 


ased on available scientific evidence, 

we are certain that ecosystem servic- 

es are essential to civilization. If the 
current trends continue, then, humanity could 
Potentially destroy all of the ecosystems 
within a few decades. 

Andrea Bixler, assistant professor of biolo- 
gy at Clarke, gave a compelling speech on 
ecosystem services on February 3 as part of 
the Mackin-Mailander Lecture Series. 
Ecosystem services are the processes by 
which the environment produces resources 
that we often take for granted such as clean 
water, timber, habitat for fisheries, and the 
Pollination of native and agricultural plants. 
The ecosystem services are results of the 
environmental processes. Things like timber 
and fisheries, although they could be includ- 
ed, usually aren't considered ecosystem serv- 
Ices because they have an obvious economic 
value as consumables. Ecosystem services 
like clean water, pollination, clean air, fertile 
soil, etc., aren't so obvious and aren't used up. 

Oftentimes in order for us to become aware 
of a problem we need to put a value on it," 
Said Bixler. 

Everything we do in our lives affects the 
ecosystem we live in. While it is often impos- 
Sible to place an accurate monetary amount 
On ecosystem services, we can calculate 
Some of the financial values. In 1997, a 
group of ecologists estimated the worth of 
the biosphere to be $33 trillion dollars. This 

is greater than the gross national product of

hough the number of women

College is increasing. Amy Golm, the 
new liturgist at Clarke, is one of 19 
BVMs who work at Clarke.

She gave 
up her job and moved to Dubuque to 
spend a year focusing on prayer, study- 
ing religious life and doing service. 
After a year, she moved back to 
Chicago to study and explore min- 
istries. 


all the world’s economies combined. This is 
only one way of measuring and analyzing the 
value of nature. Bixler believes this 
approach to environmental awareness has 
great benefits and potentially bigger prob- 
lems. 

"Through further education and awareness 
of ecosystem services, people tend to pay 
more attention to the value of our ecosys- 
tems," said Bixler. If we take a historical 
approach and look back, people saw environ- 
mental changes and thought supernatural 
forces were at work. It was not until thou- 
sands of years later that we came to realize 
the scientific causes of these changes. 

“Human interactions and everyday life 
often contribute to some of the changes that 
we are causing in our ecosystem," said 
Bixler. Many of the changes are being 
amplified by human actions, directly or not, 
on our ecosystems. She went on to say that 
technology can not replace nature, and we 
are too quick to think it is the solution. 

Bixler is also on the Dubuque 
Environmental Stewardship Advisory 
Commission. This commission deals with 
local environmental issues. On campus 
Bixler is involved with CLEAN, a student 
organization that focuses on environmental

In July 1995 Golm made her first 
vows at Mount Carmel, the BVM 
Dubuque motherhouse. She got a job in 
Chicago as a hospital chaplain.

wo years ago Clarke student Ali 
| Levasseur spotted ‘The Book of Tiki’ 
while at the Chicago Art Institute. At the 
time, she was interested in the influence of trop- 
ical culture on western art. Levasseur didn't 
have enough money to purchase the book, so 
she waited until her next trip to Chicago to buy 
it. 
“The book influenced me to learn more about 
Polynesian culture and bring kitschy images 
into more of a fine art setting,” said Levasseur, 
whose installation, a requirement for her 
Bachelor of Fine Art degree, ran until Feb. 10 in 
Clarke's Quigley Gallery. 

Entitled “Akua Wahi,” which means “God's 
place” in Hawaiian, the exhibit featured a vari- 
ety of sculpture, paintings and mixed media, 
culminating her interest in Tiki and her love of 
art with tropical underpinnings. “The Book of 
Tiki,” and her summer visit to “Exotica,” a Tiki 
festival in Chicago, strongly influenced her 
work. 

“The festival gave me reassurance of all the

Levasseur mixed life-size sculptures and paint- 
ings among palm trees and other vegetation.

Pop Culture Palm, a 7 ft. tall pop-can-plat- 
ed palm.tree, was carefully constructed from 
used pop cans attached to a styrofoam base.

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Sequels: take them or leave them

riginality, the bell tolls for thee. Thanks to the 
()ereritnsig number of sequels and 

remakes released in cinemas, the days of riski- 
er, more original films such as “Memento” and 
“Requiem for a Dream” are growing more distant with 
every passing day. 

2003 saw its fair share of franchise entries, with some 
of them good (““X2: X-Men United,” Terminator 3”), 
some of them passable (“Spy Kids 3D,” “American 
Wedding”), and some of them downright awful (the 
“Matrix” sequels, “Charlie's Angels: Full Throttle,” 
“Tomb Raider: The Cradle of Life”). 

Of course, no discussion of 2003's films and fran- 
chises would be complete without mentioning the final 
entry in the top-grossing trilogy in history, “The Lord 
of the Rings: The Return of the King,” which recently 
netted 11 Oscar nominations, including Best Picture, to 
go along with its $345 million in domestic box office 
performance. Despite all the high-profile sequels in 
2003, however, nothing can prepare the world for the 
onslaught of sequels and remakes that will blitzkrieg 
audiences in the year 2004. 

Indeed, the most eagerly awaited films this year are 
sequels, “Shrek 2” kicks off the summer season with its 
May premiere, with “Harry Potter and the Prisoner of 
Azkaban” debuting in June and “Spider-Man 2” hitting 
screens on the Fourth of July weekend. And there are 
more on the way, including such potential masterpieces 
as “Son of the Mask” and “Dirty Dancing: Havana 
Nights.” 

Looking back, one can see sequels making more and 
more of an impact on the box office. In 2002, three of 
the top five moneymaking films (“The Lord of the 


Rings: The Two Towers,” “Star Wars Episode II: 
Attack of the Clones,” and “Harry Potter and the 
Chamber of Secrets”) were sequels, compared to only 
three of the top ten in 2001 and one of the top ten in 
2000. Six of the top ten grossing films in 2003 were 
sequels. 


No matter how unbelievably bad 
the movie actually is, a sequel is 
inevitable. 


The reason for the growing reliance on series and 
franchises is clear, however. In an era of rapidly esca- 
lating production costs (according to director Mike 
Newell, the fourth “Harry Potter” film is going to be 
the most expensive film in history), studios have grown 
more and more inclined to run with surefire properties 
to maximize their profits. So, when a film like 
“Scooby-Doo” makes a bucketload of money at the 
box office, no matter how unbelievably bad the movie 
actually is, a sequel is inevitable. While the strategy 
makes for good business sense (after all, these people 
are trying to make money), it doesn't make for consis- 
tently good cinematic entertainment, my top priority. 

Oh, well. It's not all bad. “Shrek 2” should be enter- 
taining, and I have to admit to being fairly excited 
about “Blade: Trinity” and “Ocean's Twelve.” But if 
someone decides to make yet another “Police 
Academy” movie, I think I'm going to scream.
